COLUMBUS, N. M., APRIL 28.— 


Marching orders were received today 
by approximately one-half of the num- 
ber of soldiers on station here. These 
troops, largely cavalry, will probably 
cross the border to reinforce General 
John J. Fershing late this afternoon. 


Conference To Be Held. 


EL PASO, TEX., APRIL 28.—The 


protective presence in northern Mex- 
ico of 40,000 Carranza troops will be 
the most potent argument brought to 
the border today by General Alvaro 
Obregon, Mexican secretary of war, 
in his effort to convince Generals 
Hugh L. Scott and Frederick Fun- 
Rton that the American expeditionary 
forces should be withdrawn from Mcx 
lean soil. 


General Obregon will answer 
the 


Americans that when the last United 
States troopers cross to the north of 
the international boundary, the de 
facto army will form behind them a 
line of patrols that will render future 
bandit raids on the border impossible. 


Added to this, they say he will re- 


peat the declaration he made at Chi- 
huahua city that the ciiiefs of the 
Constitutionalists cause are in perfect 
harmony and amply able to control 
the small bands of bandits 
still at 


large. 


There is no indication here as to 


1rhat answer the Mexican minister of 
war will make to the apparent inten- 
tion of the Washington government 
to maintain General Pershing's col- 
umns in Chihuahua until such time 
M General Carranza's forces 
have 


proved their ability to wipe out the 
bandit menace. 


Mexicans Fear Intervention. 


It is pointed out, however, that it 


would piecipitate a break with the 
United States, since intervention 
is 


said to be the last eventuality desired 
by the Carranza adherents. 


On the other hand, General Obregon 


will assert that the 
United 
States 


should hesjtate about taking any step, 
such as leaving the troops in Mexico, 
that would endanger the stability of 
the de facto government, which Mex- 
ican officials contend is slowly bring- 
ing order out of chaos in the devas- 
tated country. 


Observers here of Mexiean affairs 


expect concessions from both sides 
which will result in a temporary pa- 
trol by General Pershins's troops of 
at least a portion of the territory they 
now occupy, 
pending 
an 
adequate 


campaign of Carranza troops against 
the scattered bandit groups of south- 
ern and western Chihuahua and Du- 
ranso. 


Juarez Is Decorated. 


A military reception was arranged 


for General Obrcgoa by General Ga- 
vira, commander cf the Juarez garri- 
son, on his arrival in Juarez today. 
The Mexican city was decorated with 
flags and bunting in honor of the visi- 
tors.

ING SHEEP.

an Experiment 
conducted 
for 


three, years, by the Ohio Experiment 
Station, it ivap found that unwashed 
sheep produced from 1-1 percent to 27 
percent more grease wool than did 
washed .sheep, Hitho there was prac- 
tically no difference in UK- nmniint 
of .scoured wool proilin-fil. 
Tlie dif- 


eiice in HhrinkaKe in scourinf! tlie 


wool produced in this experiment was 
treat enough'to indicate that if wash- 
ed and unwashed wools are bought on 
a basis c!' the amount of scoured wool 
they will yield, the sheep raiser does 
not receive a Kiiffiei<>nt premium for 
washed wool to'repay him for the 
coat of washing and for the loss in 
weteht of fleece. Since washing sheep 
neither improves the quality or con 
•Jition of the wool liber, nor lessens 
the cost of scourins it, the practice 
has little to commend it.

duced less Rrease wool but slightly

sheep also made larger gains. This 
fart, together with tlie other advan-
